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MISER OHMS FOUND DEAD IN EIS 
SQUALID HOME. 


HAD THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS.| 


When the Police Broke Into the House 
They Found a Pot Full of Gold 
and Bonds. 


Curled up on the grimy mattress of a d!- 
lapidated bedstead, covefed with filthy rags 
and remnants 6f what was once a blanker, 
amid the dirt and squalor of the disordered 
belongings that furnished a habitation that 
he called Me home, William Ohms, a 
miser, 75 years old, was found dead this 
morning at 71 Julia street, by Police Cap- 
tain Young. 

Death had come to the old man some time 
between Saturday night and yesterday 
morning. It found him alone, friendless and 
Neglected, as he had lived. for many years, 
and when the summons came there was no 
one to minister to his last wants, no hand 
to prese a cup of refreshing water to his 
parched lips. 

He died in absolute want and negiect, 
without any of the comforts so necessary 
for a man in his condition, although an in- 
vestigation proved he was rich beyond the 
dreams of most people in moderate circum- 
stances, and amply able to have provided 
bimself, it he wished, with not only all the 
comforts and nece@ities, but even the lux- 
uries of life. 

Immediately aftér the dead body of the 
old man was discovered a. search of the 
room which he becupied brought to light 
a treasute which caused the eyes of the 
meighbors who had gathered out of curi- 
ozity to bulge with surprised astonishment. 
In an old fron pot, which was found locked 
up in a box in one corner of the room, was 
found a glittering heap of gold coin, con- 
sisting of eagles and double eagles and a 
huge roll of bank notes and Government 
bonds tied with a greasy string.

7 count of the atte revealed that there 
was $1,100 in gold coin. There was $1,220 in 
the roll of bank notes, and inspection of 
the government bonds showed that the old 
man owned $7,500 worth of these securities, 
all bearing interest. Besides the gold, bank 
notes and coin, there was found also a 
quantity of foreign coins, the value of these 
latter, however, being nominal. 

When Capt. Young had completed the 
counting of the treasure, he tied the money 
up in a pafcel and took it to the Corone?r’s 
office. The body of the old man was re- 
moved to the Morgue. 

Ohms had lived in the room where his 
body was found for more than thirty years. 
He was not married, as far as any of 
his neighbors were aware, and had no 
friends or relatives in this city. He lived 
alone and made no friends or acquaint- 
ances among the neighbors. His simple 
ife and secluded habits, and his apparent 
poverty, made him an object of much 
speculative curiosity among his immediate 
neighbors. He remained secluded within 
his littl room most of the time, rarely 
venturing out upon the street, and was 
known to the children ot the vicinity, and 
indeed to most of the people who knew 
him, as “the old miser.” 

During the excessive cold weather of last 
week the old man rarely ventured out of 
Us room, and his neighbors saw very little 
ff him. He was last seen alive Saturday 
svening. With the abatement of the cold 
weather the neighbors expected to see him 
Wout. No sign of his presence within the 
zouse was discovered, either on Sunday or 
resterday, and the neighbors, who knew 
he old man was in feeble health, became 
Uarmed at his non- appearance. 

Tuesday morning, after endeavoring in 
yain to gain admittance to the house or 
wen a response from the occupant, Ferdi- 
jand Ghdéebener, who lives at 710 Julia 
treet; a few doors from the old man’s 
louse, went to the Third District Station 
mad informed Capt. Young of the suspi- 
fons concerning the old man. 

Capt. Young, accompanied by Patrolman 
Minden, accompanied Mr. Shoebener to the 
louse occupied by Ohms and attempted to 
yain admittance. Receiving no response to 
epeated knocks and discovering no signs 
t life froru within‘the house, the two of- 
bers put their broad shoulders to the front 
lor and forced it open. 


When Capt. Young and Patrolman Minder 
breed their way into the room they could 
see until their eyes had become accus- 
to the darkness. 

Ohms occupied two rooms on the ground 
oor. There was only one window in the 
dom, and that was covered by a dark 
reen shade, and but Httle light was thrown

It was only when he exhausted all his 
resources that he notified the police. 

The letters to Mrs, Carpenter and to Mr. 
Spencer were longer, but of the same im- 
port as that to Mr. Johnson. Both plainly 
intimated that the writer intended to com- 
mit suicide by jumping th the river. 

Mrs. Carpenter has been prostrated since 
her husband's disappearance. She at first 
refused to see a reporter, but later consent- 
ed to give a description of her husband.

THE FALL IN PRICES. 


The Mark Lane Express, which is the 
Bradstreet’s of the Lendon market, says 
it is surprised at the decline of prices in 
the United States, and adds that the 
definite crop returns of 1896 do not war- 
rant any depression. 

The farmers of the West and South 
can he conti the Mark Lane Express as 


to the continued fall in prices. They 
know well enough that es long as the 
value of their products is placed in the 
scale against a single commodity—gold— 
whose value is being constantly enhagced 
by law, prices must fall. They have been 
deprived of the only remedy for this 
state of things by the demonetization of 
silver, and the Mark Lane Express and 
all the “bears” in the werld's markets 
cannot prevent the continuance of the 
fall in prices. 

We witnessed a temporary rise in wheat 
and other grain because of the Indian 
famine, tut now that this has been partly 
relieved, the influence of a single gold 

tandard is again at work and will soon 
pull the grain market down to where it 
was six months ago. 

The Mark Lane Express may rest as- 
sured that the farmers of the South and 
West have not abandoned the fight to put 
a stop to this decline in prices. They 
believe that it is responsible, by taking 
away in a large degree their purchasing 
power, for most of the depression of in- 
dustry now cursing this country. They

The power of the State over corpora- 
tions is not yet extended to the point of 
determining such cases. Arbitration will, 
in the course of a few years, force the 
State into the position of a court for their 
settlement, but now the State is powerless 
to prevent any corporation from robbing 
its employes for the benefit of its stock- 
holders. 

The discharge of thousands of railway 
employes would further crowd the labor 
market. Organized labor in all lines is 
already taking alarm at the prospect. It 
is a complicated question with which the 
legislation of this day is called upon to 
deal. We are in an era of reconstruction, 
The power of the State over corporate 
wealth must be more clearly defined as 
well as more strongly asserted. But we 
must not begin at the wrong end. 
Changes, when they come, must be com- 
prehensive enough to leave no power of 
reprisal. Above all must we avoid leav- 
ing labor as a hostage in the hands of 
wealth.

There is nothing in the 
present condition of the police administra- 
tion here that would ¢all for the introduc- 
tion of such a measure. There is no perse- 
cution of prisoners attempted here. I 
vows not countenance it. The police in- 
vest apps the character of every prisoner ar- 
rested. 

Character!“ repeated the Chief, with a 
disdainful sniff. « What character has a 
man that vou find with his hand in your 
pocket, or caught in your house at night? 
Can Col. Piper answer that? Lean't say 
that Col. Piper's bill is the most brilliant 
idea in the world. I don’t know Col, Piper, 
and never heard of him before, but I suppose 
he’s like a good many other members of the 
Legislature—he has to introduce some Kind 
of a bill, no matter how nonsensical, to 
show his constituents he’s alive.”’ 

Judge Peabody, when asked his opinion of 
the proposed bill, ran out of adjectives in 
characterizing it, and then scratched h's 
hairless spot in a wild endeavor to originate 
some term that would convey his impres- 
sion of its superlative uselessness and ridic- 
ulousness, 

Why.“ said he, it's the most absurd, 
nonsensical, ridiculous, foolish and useless 
measure that I ever heard of. It's-it's— 
it's up in the air! That's what it is I 
can't conceive of anyone originating Puch 
a measure. It can 12 no useful pur- 
Pose. All that the bill contemplates is Al- 
ready being done both by the police and the 
examining magistrate. Am I to sit here 
and accept the statement of the probation- 
ary officer as to the character of a portson- 
er as final, without having any opportunity 
of knowing how he obtained his informa- 
tion? He may be a conscientious officer, 
but the — — or the jury should have 
an opportunity to cross-examine the wit- 
nesses from whom he obteins his informa- 
tion to see whether he has been imposed 
upon. The scheme, in my opinion, is vision- 
ary and impracticable, and I believe the ends 
of justice would be retarded rather than 
aided if it should become a law.“ 

Capt. O'Malley was even more vigorous in 
his denunciation of the bill.

The Superintendent has asked for ‘addi- 
tional room for the increasing number of 
criminals. I presume that a majority of 
those confined there are detained not be- 
cause they are dangerous to the commun- 
ity, but because of their inabilitv to pay 
specific fines; they are practically incar- 
cerated because of their poverty; for free- 
dom can be had for a payment, and those 
who can pay invariably do so, Under a 
system of probation which contemplates 
reformation many of those who serve sent- 
ences because of their poverty would. be 
out on parole. Our Workhouse would then 
be less crowded. 

J recently visited this institution to as- 
certain what was being done to reform 
the prisoners. The man in charge frankly 
told me that no attention was given to 
reformation. I regard our Workhouse as 
a burning di ce to the city. It a 
criminal incubator. The average mar@g@nust 
be worse when he leaves it than win he 
entered it. A penal-institution that is not 
a reformatory engenders hatred and germ- 
inates perpetual malice against the hands 
that sow such seeds. 

“The probation system as practiced in 
Massachusetts would relieve the courts and 
promote the ends of justice and reform. 
It should be borne in mind that there is 
no criminal class; but there are classes 
of criminals. and each person in each class 
is an individual. With the aid of efficient 
probation officers the judges could take into 
consideration more fully the nature of the 
man—the power of temptation—the limita- 
tions of the intellect, the ferce of habit, the 
result of heredity, the power of passion, the 
domination of want, the cruelty of condi- 
tions, the results of association, the effects 
of poverty and wealth, of helplessness and 
power. Unless these subtle factors are un- 
| derstood society may impoverish and de- 
grade victims of mute and unknown causes. 
I believe all our judges will yet appreciate 
and support this bill—one of the most im- 
portant presented to the General Assembly.“

A Post-mortem examination on the body of 
Russell N. m., who was found dead 
Monday even in a room at the Terminal 
Hotel, reveals the fact that his death was 
due to morphine polsoning. 1 

The deceased’s family insists that he could 
not have taken the drug with suicidal intent, 
as he had no reason to want to die, but on 
the contrary had everything to live for. 
While the Coroner’s verdict has not yet been 
returned and while it will never be known 


absolutely why the morphine was taken, 

the circumstances surrounding the — com 4 

are such as to lead to grave suspicions t 
eath was deliberately sought. 

Russell Blossom was 38 years old. He was 
a bachelor and lived with his father’s fam- 
ily, at 2820 Pine stree?, He was a member of 
the insurance firm of H. M. Blossom & Co., 
which consisted ‘besides himself of his 
father and cousin, Howard A. Blossom. 

Recently Russell has nat been feeling ba 
He suffered seriously from the erg 
resolutely refused to take to his . Before 
leaving for his office Monday morning his 
younger brother, Henry, advised him to 
stay in the house, bu? he declined for fear 
of alarming his sister, who is ih, 

Having gone to his office, Russell did not 
long remain there. He had charge of the 
expirations, this being the beginning of a 
new month. He was unusually busy. 

About 9:30 o’clock he went out, saying that 
he intended looking up some suburban busi- 
ness. Before leaving, however, he made an 
engagement over the telephone to met a 
man in the afternoon ‘at the office, 

Apparently he was feeling no worse and 
no better than he had for several days. His 
conduct was certainly not such as to at- 
tract attention. 

Those who knew him heard nothing ‘more 
of his movements until they were told of 
his death. ä 

Where he went in the morning no one 
knows, but shortly after 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon he walked into the office of the 
Terminal Hotel and asked for a room. His 
friends argue that he must have. been re- 
turning from some s point and felt 
too ill to go to his house. 

At any rate he told Clerk Léngee that he 
was feeling badly and wanted to lie down. 
He was assigned to a room on the fourth 
floor and left a call for 8 o’clock. The clerk 
noted nothing strange in his appearance 
save that he was very pale, as though he 
were really ill or worn out. 

A few-minutes after he had gone to his 
room he rang for a pitcher of ice water. It 
was sent up to him and nothing more was 
heard of him. 

At 8 o'clock Chief Clerk Noble sent a 

bell boy to arouse him. The boy pounded 
on the door, but could get no response. He 
-80 reported and the clerk, fearing that his 
guest might be nl, sent for Dr. H. L. Good- 
man, who has an office across from the 
station on Market street. 
Dr. man responded and accompanied 
Noble to the room. They broke open the 
door and entered. It was dark. Light was 
turned on and the two intruders saw the 
figure of Blossom lying on the bed as though 
asleep. e 

The arms were folded peacefully over his 
breast. His eyes were closed and the ex- 
pression on the fact as peaceful as a man 
in healthy slumber. He was under the bed- 
clothing, which was pulled up naturally 
about the shoulders, and unruff led. 

The clothes of the man were hung care- 
fully up on hooks there for that purpose. 

The physician examined the man. He Was 
dead beyond a doubt and just growing cold. 
There was no trace of poison about the room 
—no bottles or boxes or wrappers. The glass 
rom which he had drank had only water 
n it 


Examination of the pupils of the eyes 
failed to reveal to Dr. Goodman the con- 
traction which comes from morphine poison- 
ing. After all was concluded, Dr. Good- 
man expressed the opinion that death was 
due to heart trouble. 

The lice were notified and Officers Lit- 
tle and McClelland and Detectives Sam Al- 
lender searched the room with a view to 
obtaining a clew to the theory of suic:de. 
They had no success. .

ceased. : 

r mogatn when Coroner Watt 
reached his office he looked into the case 
and began action by sitting down on 
Smithers & Wagoner, the undertakers, for 
moving the — 2 without his consent. en 
he instructed r.

— and perform:a post mortem examina- 
tion. 

Dr. Nitert did so, with the result that 
he discovered the morphine. The family 
were very anxious that the autopsy should 
take place. They were so convinced that 
death was due to heart disease that they 
wanted all doubts set aside. 

It was a great shock to them when the 
morphine was found, but 8 shake 
their. belief that Russell took the drug in 
an effort to secure needed sleep, and that 
he accidentally took an overdose. 

I thought that the morphine. was 
either taken by him before he entered the 
hotel or that he carried it in his pocket in 
capsules, inasmuch as no box or bottle was 
found which might have contained it. 

“Tt certainly was an acc.dent,” said Mri 
Blossom, the dead man’s father. “My son 
had everything to live for. His business 
prospects were as bright as any young 
man’s in St. Lou's. He knew nothing of the 
drug he was using and simply took too 
much.” : 

His most intimate young men friends say 
that he had no entanglements with women. 
He was not a dissipated man in any sense 
of the word and if he took his own life in- 
tentionally it was because of the ravages of 
the terrible grip on his mental and physical 
make-up.

Judge Zachritz Will Lay the Matter

Sheriff Troll was unable to present the 
body of Edward Barnes, charged with bur- 
glary and larceny, in court Tuesday morn- 
ing.

ow a man could get out of jail and re- 
main out for nearly two months without 
anybody in authority knowing it, was a 
state of affairs which Judge Zachritz con- 
sidered very peculiar. He informed Messrs. 
Troll, Hpebdler, Adolph Troll and Wagner 
that the case would be laid before the 
Grand-jury Tuesday afternoon and that 
their evidence in the case would Be re- 
quired. 

Edward Barnes was arrested Sept. 3, 1896, 
on complaint of Max Rubinstein of 812 
North ixth street. Rubinstein claimed 
that Barnes had entered his store and 
robbed him of clothing valued at $12. On 
Sept. 10 Barnes w given a preliminary 
hearing in the Courk of Criminal Correction 
and held by Judge Murphy for the Grand- 
jury in the sum of The records show 
that Barnes never gave 


bond and was 
committed to jail 

Jailer Wagner’s books show that Barnes 
was not in jail after Dec. 13; . On that 
day Deputy Sheriff Adolph Troll took 
Barnes from jail and gave a receipt for the 
prisoner. Barnes was taken no one else 
can explain wheré, and got away no one 
can tell how. At any rate, Jailer Wagner 
says that he was returned to his custody 
and that Deputy Sheriff Adolph Troll re- 
ported to him that Barnes had been dis- 
charged, and he made an entry in his books 
in accordance. 

The records do not show that Barnes was 
wanted in any of the criminal courts on 
she * he was taken out by Deputy Sheriff 

roll. 

Later in the morning there was a rumor 
around the courts that Barnes had beet re- 
leased his own recognizance on the day 
he was taken from Jaller Wagner’s hands. 
The records failed to show that he was so 
released. 

At 1 o’clock Barnes was found by Sheriff 
Troll at Third and Chestnut street. He 
was taken to the Four Courts. There he 
said he had been released without bond by 
Judge Edmunds on Dec. 13. Joe Judge, 
Clerk of Judge Edmunds’ court, says Barnes 
may have been r but if he was the 
Judge forgot to make a record of it. 


The Grand-jury returned true bills Tucs- 
day morning against Charles Purdeau for 
assault to kill made upon George Rodgers 
Oct: 11, and against Hays Montgomery and 
Walter Gaines, charged with grand lar- 


ceny. 

When Judge Zachritz called for Mont- 
gomery and Gaines the Sheriff and Jailer 
were unable to produce Gaines in court. 
What had become of him was at first a 
mystery. The court records showed that 
he had been declared guilty. of felony in 
Judge Murphy’s court and sentenced to jail. 
He was not in jail and Jaller Wagner was 
unable explain how ne got out. he sec- 
ond case of ifs kind in the same morning 
produced considerable flurry among the 
authorities responsible for Gaines’ safe- 
keeping. 

It was finally discovered that Gaines had 
been brought from jall, where he lan- 
guished for felony, and sentenced to the 
Work-house by Judge Murphy, on the 
charge of petit larceny. An error in the rec- 
ords failed at first to show just where 
Gaines had gone, and it was thought that he 
had disappeared as mysteriously as Barnes.

CAROLINE WOODS ‘SAYS 
123 YEARS OLD. 


SENT TO THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


Rheumatism or Extreme Old Age Has 
Rendered the Ex-Slave Abso- 
lutely Helpless. 


Caroline Woods, a negress, who says she 
is about 123 years old, was taken to the 
City Hospital Monday. night. 

Her exact age is unknown, and her re- 
membrance of events is decidedly misty. 
She is old and bent, thin and shriveled. She 
is toothless and it is with difficulty that she 
can make herself understood. 

She says she does not remember the exact 
year she was born, but it was more than 


one hundred years ago. and as near as she 
can fix it it was 123. She was born in slavery 
and her first master was Phil Buckner, a 
wealthy planter of Clark County, Ky. a 
soon as she was old enough to do anything 
she served as a nurse girl. 

While with the Buckners she says she saw 
Gen. Wash‘ggton, who visited Lexington, It 
was a big day the old woman said, and the 
people flocked into Lexi on from miles 
around, Her master and tress went and 
she was taken afo to care for the baby. 
She was only about 10 or II years old at that 
time, and while she heard of Gen. Wash- 
ington, she did not think much about him at 
that time. 

The old negress says she was sold four 
times while a slave. While Robert Fisher 
of Fisher’s Mill, Jefferson County, Ken- 

tucky, was her master, the first great trial 
of her life came Sh ~ tg! sone 
had four children. 16 
years old and was remar ly pretty, “She 
was a favorite of her master and m stress. 
One of her master’s daughters was stricken 
with consumption, and the doctor said all 
that would save her life was to go to Flor- 
ida. Fisher was short of funds at the time 
and the only way he could get the money 
was to sell some of his slaves. 

A man from Ohio made a liberal offer for 
Susie. Fisher hated to lose the girl and 
he disliked to separate her from her par- 
ents, but he needed the money and the sac- 
rifice was made. Caroline never saw the 
girl from that day. 

Before the Civil War she was bought by 
Dr. Lackland of Shelby County, Ky., and 
was brought to St. Louis, where she has 
lived since. She was rejoiced when she | 
got her freedom, bat says she has suffered 
more privation and want while free than 
when a slave, 

For the last few years she has been livi 
with the family of a Mr. Vissman at 
Baston avenue. She has had — Bn 
some time, which, added to her great 
age, has rendered her absolutely —
